RABAUL. New Guinea (UPI)— 
A romantic pinch was the spark 
that touched off two days of tribal 
warfare in which two persons 
were killed and hundreds injured, 
witnesses reported today. 
Rabaul police were forced to 
open fire on thousands of rioting 
natives Sunday after they were 
caught 
between 
two 
feuding 
tribes. 
Two natives were killed. Eight 
policemen and six natives were 
hospitalized 
The trouble started Saturday 
when a Sepik native pinched a 
Tolai woman. Hundreds of Tolai 


natives clashed with members of 
the Sepik tribe who work in Rabal 
on the island of New Britain, 
which is part of the territory of 
New Guinea. 
Thousands 
of Tolai natives 
marched on Rabaul Sunday.. The 
Sepik tribe moved out to meet 
their enemies, and police w e r e 
caught in between Police were 
forced to open fire to save their 
lives when the warpaintH natives, 
armed with axes, knn.es. bows 
and arrows, threatenad to over­ 
whelm them. 
More than 150 white police and 
native constables patrolled th e 
town during the night.

Leave Pair Behind 
MIAMI (C P I) - Eight par­ 
ticipants in the ill-fated Cuban 
invasion left today to return to 
their jail cells in Cuba. They 
took with them a five - member 
“family committee" w h i c h 
hoped to keep alive a tractors- 
for-prisoners swap. 
The eight members of the origi­ 
nal prisoners commission which 
initiated the proposed swap talks 
left behind two members who de­ 
cided to remain in the United 
States. 
The four men on the family 
committee volunteered to take 
their places with 1.197 other Pigs 
Bay invasion captives held by 
Cuban Premier Fidel Castro. 
The eight prisoners, dressed in 
short sleeve sport shirts and 
slacks, spent the last few minutes 
before they took off in a waiting 
room with members of their ira 
mediate families and newsmen. 
The family committee which 
hopes to hold talks in Havana 
with Fidel Castro was made up 
of four men and a woman, Mrs. 
Virginia Betancourt. 
About 600 Cubans cheered the 
prisoners from an observation 
! deck above the plane. Many of 
the women were sobbing. They 
I waved handkerchiefs and Cuban 
; flags and broke into the Cuban 
national anthem when the doors 
of the plane were closed.

Reds Charge 
Mickey Mouse 
Secret Agent 
BERLIN (UPI)—Mickey Mouse 
was denounced by the East Ger­ 
man Communist newspaper Frei- 
heit Sunday as a American agent 
helping East Germans flee to the 
West. 
The newspaper reported a talk 
by a C o m m u n i s t functionary 
named Heyde to children in the 
East German city of Halle. 
He warned them not to read 
Mickey Mouse comic books or 
join the Mickey Mouse clubs 
formed by the publishers in West 
Germany. 
"How can a child be so dumb 
as to be taken in by Mickey 
Mouse0” Heyde asked. “These 
books have the purpose of getting 
the addresses of your parents. 
You cut a coupon out of the book, 
send it along with your address, 
and you become a member of the 
Mickey Mouse Club.

Soviet Sea Might 
Impresses in Show 


LENINGRAD (UPI)—The Soviet 
Union’s impressive “Navy Day” 
show proves the Kremlin is deter­ 
mined to make its fleet as strong 
and as modern as its rocket- 
powered air force. Western ob­ 
servers said today. 
Sunday's naval show on the 
Neva River here was the biggest 
in years—nearly three times larg­ 
er than last year’s display. 
The Soviets showed off some of 
their most modern ships, includ­ 
ing cruisers, destroyers and tor­ 
pedo boats described as rocket- 
firing 
But the much-heralded atomic- 
powered submarine—billed as be­ 
ing as fast and as powerful as 
the U S. nuclear subs—was con­ 
spicuously missing. 
A Soviet television announcer 
said the new sub is part of the 
Red navy’s arsenal but the Krem­ 
lin chose to keep it out of the 
show, which was attended by 


many Western diplomats and mil­ 
itary attaches. 
The show included a jet flying 
boat and jet bombers said to be 
armed with air-to-ground missiles. 
The Soviets already claim the 
world’s largest submarine fleet. 
Izvestia. the government news­ 
paper. repeated its claim that the 
fleet is superior to the U.S. under­ 
seas fleet. 
Western observers who joined 
thousands of Russian citizens on 
the banks of the Neva called the 
show "impressive.” But most said 
that the United States still has a 
stronger fleet, except for subma­ 
rines. 
The Soviets also showed for the 
first time rocket-armed cutters 
and three missile-firing destroyers 
each armed with two missile 
launchers. Moscow television iden­ 
tified the missile-equipped ships 
as "small cruisers.” but Western 
naval experts would rate them as 
destroyers. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - T he 
House sent legislation to the 
White House today to cut from 
$500 to $100 the amount of goods 
American tourists can bring into 
the country without paying duty 
The bill, which had been asked 
by President Kennedy to reduce 
the overseas flow of American 
dollars, was approved by a voice 
vote. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A pro­ 
vision giving President Kennedy 
long-term authority to loan for­ 
eign countries up to $8.8 billion 
during the next five years came 
under increasing criticism today 
as the foreign aid bill headed 
toward Senate debate. 
The Senate was expected to 
take up the controversial meas­ 
ure late today or Tuesday. The 
House Foreign Affairs Committee 
planned to stamp final approval 
on the legislation Tuesday. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Presi 
dent 
Kennedy and Nationalist 
China's Vice President - Premier 
Chen Cheng reviewed world prob 
lems today but delayed discussion 
of thorny China policy matters. 
Kennedy and Chen, who cam'* 
here primarily to discuss the U S 
policy in the Far East, talked 
about the approaching Berlin cri­ 
sis and other cold war issues.

President W ill Be 


Given Khrushchev's 


Reaction to Speech 
WASHINGTON 
(U PI) - 
President Kennedy arranged 
to meet with disarmament ad­ 
viser John J. McCloy late to­ 
day to receive a first hand re­ 
port on Soviet Premier Nikita 
Krushchev's reaction to his 
Berb'n speech. 
McCloy disclosed that he was 
bringing "an informal message" 
from Khrushchev to Kennedy. 
The White House said that Mc­ 
Cloy. who arrived back from the 
Soviet Sunday night, would be ac­ 
companied to the meeting by Sec 
retarv of State Dean Rusk. 
Press Secretary Pierre Salinger 
announced the meeting shortly af­ 
ter Kennedy arrived back at the 
White House from a weekend at 
Cape Cod. 
While at his seaside Hyannis 
Port, Mass . home, Kennedy re­ 
ceived a ca.Sled repert from Mc­ 
Cloy on three days of talks with 
Khrushchev at the Soviet leader’s 
Black Sea retreat. 
Asked about published reports 
that McCloy had wired Kennedy 
that Khrushchev appeared sur­ 
prised and upset by Kennedy's 
radio-TV speech on Berlin Tues­ 
day night, Salinger refused to 
"characterize the report." 
McCloy, who was in Russia to 
discuss the future of Soviet- 
American disarmament negotia­ 
tions, had begun conferring with 
Khrushchev on that topic prior to 
Kennedy's Berlin talk. In his talk 
the President outlined plans for 
a strengthening of U.S. military 
forces to meet new Soviet threats. 
After the talk, the Khrushchev- 
McCloy discussion was reported to 
have centered on the West Berlin 
issue. 
His meeting with Kennedy will 
be significant in that McCloy is the 
only major U.S. official to have 
talked with Khrushchev since the 
President spelled out his refusal 
to bow to Soviet demands on Ber­ 
lin but willingness to negotiate on 
over all German questions 
McCloy indicated to reporters 
on his arrival here that Khrush­ 
chev's message was a verbal one 
rather than a written statement. 


10,500 Troops 
Given Arms in 
Defense Drill 


BERLIN (U P I)-W est Berlin's police force today joined 
the Western allied garrison for the first time in a surprise alert 
to test defense plans. 
The exercise followed reports that selected units of Com* 
munist East Germany's “peo­ 
ples militia" were undergoing 
extensive military training. 
The Western exercise was a 
paper one. and troops did not 
leave their barracks area. 
But all 10.500 American. British 
and French troops were roused 
at 4:30 a.m., given arms and as­ 
signed to positions to defend 
against 
"attack." T a n k s and 
trucks were a s s e m b l e d and 
readied to move. 
The 
13.000-man West 
Berlin ,niu 
police force also was alerted. 
The test was held to coordinate 
the movements of American. Brit­ 
ish and French troops and West 
Berlin police. 
Westfern spokesmen described 
the exercise as “ routine opera­ 
tional alert." But observers said 
it was the first time that West 
Berlin police had joined the allied 
garrisons in such an exercise. 
Meantime. West German offi­ 
cials reported that more than 
30,000 East Germans fled to the 
West this month despite Red mo­ 
bilization of its press, radio, army 
and courts to keep them at home. 
Not since the an* ¡-Communist 
rebellion in East Germany on 
June 17, 1953. have so many 
sought refuge from the Red re­ 
gime. 
Latest intelligence reports from 
East Germany said the Commu­ 
nists had ordered intensified train­ 
ing of members of the 300.000-man 
militia believed to be most re­ 
liable. 
These units were said to be 
arrying out joint war games with 
the army, not only to repel any 
foreign invaders but to put down 
internal resistance if it boils up 
as it did eight years ago.

The 50.000 word document — 
twice the length of Lenin s 1919 
program - was published Sun­ 
day and already is filling .Soviet 
newspapers and airwaves. It will 
continue until mid-October. 
Then Khrushchev will present 
it to the 22nd Communist party 
Congress here and the work be­ 
gins. 


Race With U.S. 


The plan vowed to outstrip the 
United States and make the So­ 
viet Union the world’s most pros­ 
perous country by 1980 It prom­ 
ised free rents, medical care, ed­ 
ucation and a host of other wel­ 
fare items to raise the U.S.S.R 
standard of living to the world's 
highest. 
Western 
experts 
here 
said 
there is every possibility Khrush­ 
chev may make good on most of 


his promises. But they made two 
important qualifications. 
-They 
noted 
that 
even 
the 
boastful 
Khrushchev 
partially 
conditioned 
fulfillment 
of 
his 
economic target on the relaxation 
of international tensions. 
—They doubted openly that the 
U.S.S.R 
can boost its farm out­ 
put by 150 per cent within the 
next 10 years and 250 per cent 
in 20 years. 


U.S. Way Ahead 


It was pointed out that Ameri­ 
can farmers — only eight per 
cent of the population — outpro­ 
duce 
by 
far 
Russian 
farmers, 
who comprise 42 per ceni of the 
population — and have tremen­ 
dous surpluses left over. 
The problem of bread shortages 
is far from solved here and even 
under 
ideal 
conditions. 
Russian 
farm output cannot rise as fast 
as industrial production, accord­ 
ing to the experts. 
The 
farm 
headache 
remains 
Khrushchev's 
No. 
1 
domestic 
problem. Unless he performs mir­ 
acles. observers said, he will not 
be able to provide the abundance 
necessary to achieve the world’s 
highest living standard.

What About Civil Defense? 


Switchboards throughout the nation’s civil defense and 
public offices were set a-buzzing following President Ken­ 


nedy’s talk last week. 


What, thousands upon thousands of Americans wanted 


to know, can w e do to protect ourselves:* 
Their questions seem more than a little ridiculous in view 
of the millions of dollars this country has spertt in dispensing 
information and the maintenance of civil d e f e n s e offices 


throughout the nation. 


The information has been given in the press a n d on the 
air ever since the inception of the cold war. The civil defense 
offices h a v e been operating full-time with everything avail­ 
able from brochures on survival to films on shelter construc­ 


tion. Every « n i c e club has heard a CD talk. 


A permanent subcommittee chairmanned the past several 
years by Rep.

There is much that can be done; there are many pro­ 
cedures that have been evolved that do not hinge o n ow ning 


a bomb shelter. 


Just having a lasting, protected supply of w ater could save 
millions . . . . A properly equipped family car could save other 
millions . . . . Knowledge of how to protect the body itse lf- 
including the eyes—could prove invaulnble. 


It must be remembered that a saturation bombing of the 
United States is quite unlikely. If bombs did come, there would 
be tens of thousands of square miles virtually untouched. In 
these areas is where the ability to survive will be important.

"Complaints 
(to 
Washington) 
include mail left at wrong ad­ 
dresses and delivered to duplicate 
numbers on different streets." 
Regulars Goof 
And 
while 
substitute 
carriers 
may be tagged with many of the 
errors, 
"an 
unusual 
number 
seems to occur (when) the route 
is served by the regular carrier." 
The "importance” of getting the 
mail to the right address "can’t 
be overemphasized.” 
Besides . . . such errors trig­ 
ger complaints 
and 
the public 
gets 
an 
"unfavorable" 
impres­ 
sion of postal employes. 
Across - the - board "irregu­ 
larities 
c o v e r i n g 
practically 
every aspect of registered mail 
handling" were even more 
dis­ 
turbing to headquarters brass. 
An analysis of reports, s a i d 
the Bulletin, disclosed a pattern 
’which if not immediately cor­ 
rected, eventually could cause a 
breakdown in the security of the 
system ." The pattern was traced 
to two “ major causes" "careless­ 
ness" and 
“ unfamiliarity wi t h 
regulations." 
Frequent Discipline 
The failures — which 
led to 
‘losses, delays and exposure of 
valuable mail to - Depredation 
resulted in "frequent, severe dis­ 
ciplinary action."

CHICAGO (UPI) - Tiny Jerry 
Barber, w hose 135 pounds of 
weight must be mostly heart, will 
try to extend one of golf’s most 
amazing comebacks today against 
Don January to win the $11.000 
first prize in a ''prestige” event, 
the PGA championship. 
Barber, a 5 - foot - 5 - inch mite 
from Los Angeles, was a beaten 
player Sunday, four strokes be­ 
hind with three holes to play. 
But unbelievably, u n d e r the 
heaviest pressure, he sank putts 
which he said were 20. 40 and 60 
feet to make up all four strokes, 
tie January after 72 holes of the 
richest PGA ever at 277 — three 
strokes under par — and advance 
to today's 18-hole payoff round. 
The winner will get $11.000. one 
of the biggest prizes on the tour­ 
ney tour. The loser will pick up 
$5,500. 
Most Amazing 
Barber himself described his 
all-out rally as “the most amaz­ 
ing round I ever played." 
The drive, in which he virtually 
pulled himself up by his owrn boot 
straps, began on the 16th hole of 
the North Course of Olympia 
Fields Country Club, the 70th 
hole of the $64.800 tournament, 
richest in PGA history. 
Barber, four strokes behind 
confidently rammed in his 20 
foot putt for a birdie three and 
gained two strokes when Januarv. 
trapped on his drive, took a bogie 
five. 
But Barber apparently gave the 
advantage away on the next hole 
when he hooked his drive under 
a tree. Still he slashed out of the 
rough 80 yards from the green. 
Ditched 40 feet from the flag, and 
holed out. January, on the edge 
of the green in two, also got a 
par. 
Then came the payoff hole, the 
72nd. and Barber was two strokes 
behind. January, who said he was 
"choking.” drove into a trap and 
was short of the green in two. 
Barber was in the middle of the 
fairway and his second s h o t 
stopped 60 feet from the cup.
